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Police  Chief  Conor  resigns  after  11  years

Chief  Glenn  Conor  of  the  PUC  Police 
Department  officially  resigned  Sept.  21. 
In  a  mandatory  staff  meeting  of  the  police 
department,  Vice  Chancellor  of  Admin¬ 
istrative  Affairs  Gary  Newsom  announced 
Conor’s  resignation,  effective  Nov.  1. 

Conor  resigned  from  the  force  to  pur¬ 
sue  another  profession.  “I’ve  been  in 
police  work  since  1969,  and  at  PUC  since 
1981,"  he  said.  “I  think  it’s  time  for  a 
career  move.” 

Among  the  accomplishments  Conor 
has  overseen  were  the  upgrading  of  com¬ 
munication  systems,  acquisition  of  radar 
guns,  and  modernization  of  administra¬ 
tive  and  support  procedures. 

He  was  quick  to  share  the  achieve¬ 


ments  with  the  rest  of  the  department. 
“What  we’ve  done  here  could  not  have 
been  accomplished  without  the  help  and 
dedication  of  our  staff."  Conor  stated, 
"They’re  really  the  ones  who  deserve  the 
credit.” 

PUC  Sgt.  Nick  Zwier  said  he  had  no  idea 
Conor  planned  to  resign.  “We  were  all 
shocked,”  he  said. 

Zwier  wasn’t  the  only  one  caught  off 
guard. 

Wes  Lukoshus,  director  of  University 
Relations,  couldn’t  explain  why  Conor 
would  leave  in  the  middle  of  the  fall  semes¬ 
ter,  saying  only,  “I  know  as  much  about  it 
as  you  do.” 

Conor  also  would  not  comment  on  the 
timing  of  his  departure.  “I  believe  it’s  time

requested  that  students  submit  papers  for  a 
scholarly  conference  to  be  held  at  PUC  on 
April  16-17, 1993. 

This  conference,  held  for  the  first  time 
this  year,  is  strictly  limited  to  undergradu¬ 
ate  students.  “Usually  these  conferences 
are  for  people  who  are  in  the  field  (profes¬ 
sionals  and  graduate  students),”  said  Stacy. 
“What  I’m  trying  to  do  is  to  give  under¬ 
graduates  a  similar  kind  of  experience.” 

Kolleen  Getridge,  an  English  graduate 
student,  believes  this  is  an  excellent  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  undergraduate  students  planning 
to  pursue  a  graduate  degree. 

The  conference  theme  is  “Language, 
Culture,  and  Reality”  and  will  include 
presentations  of  critical  papers  on  Ameri¬ 
can,  British,  feminist  and  world  literature, 


Purdue  sent  invitations  to  186  baccalau¬ 
reate  colleges  and  universities  within  a 
250-mile  radius. 

Stacy  will  accept  abstracts  of 250  words 
or  less  as  potential  conference  papers  until 
Jan.  8, 1993.  A  panel  of  judges  will  then 
decide  which  papers  will  be  presented. 
The  presentation  length  of  each  paper 
should  be  approximately  15  minutes. 

Diane  Micenko,  an  English  literature 
major,  said:  “I’ve  never  attended  anything 
like  this.  It  sounds  like  a  wonderful  oppor¬ 
tunity  and  a  great  learning  experience.” 

The  English  and  philosophy  departments 
are  encouraging  PUC  undergraduate  stu¬ 
dents  to  attend  the  conference,  even  if  they 
don’t  to  participate. 


to  move  on  and  I  only  have  good  things  to 
say  and  good  memories  to  relate  regarding 
my  stay  here,”  said  Conor.  “I  will  be  on 
vacation  from  Oct.  1  until  the  end  of  the 
month.  I’ll  still  be  around  campus  though, 
I  just  have  some  time  coming  and  I’m  going 
to  take  it.” 

In  a  ballot  cast  by  all  the  members  of  the 
department,  the  PUC  Police  chose  Zwier  to 
serve  on  the  Ad-hoc  committee  to  select  the 
next  chief.  “I  would  like  to  have  somebody 
who  will  take  the  bull  by  the  horns  and  run 
the  department  in  a  professional,  efficient 
manner,”  Zwier  said. 

Conor  served  as  Chief  of  Police  at  PUC 


for  1 1  years.  He  said  that  in  his  opinion  the 
Purdue  Calumet  Police  Force  is  as  good,  if 
not  better,  than  any  other  department  in  the 
state. 

Although  he  indicated  working  in  the 
PUC  Police  Department  was  sometimes 
stressful,  Conor  said  he  will  miss  it.  “I’ve 
acquired  a  lot  of  personal  friendships  here 
at  the  university,  and  a  lot  of  good  feel¬ 
ings,”  he  said. 

When  asked  if  he  might  check  in  from 
time  to  time,  Conor  replied,  “You’ll  see  me 
around.  I  have  a  godson  that  graduates 
from  here  in  the  spring.”

COM  353  offers  hands-on  experience

One  drawback  to  many  college  courses 
is  the  lack  of  hands-on  experience.  This  is 
not  the  case  with  COM  353,  Problems  in 
Public  Relations. 

In  this  course,  upper-level  communica¬ 
tion  students  form  their  own  communica¬ 
tion  auditing  firm.  The  firm  is  designed  to 
help  improve  communication  between  the 
client  as  an  employer  with  its  employees, 
as  well  as  with  the  general  public. 

Innovative  Communication  Consulting 
(ICC),  the  name  chosen  by  the  students  in 
this  year’s  class,  is  under  the  supervision  of 
Public  Relations  Professor  Tom  Roach. 
“If  you  compare  this  with  other  Public 
Relations  programs,  the  students  are  get¬ 
ting  a  lot  more  practical  experience  than 
any  other  PH.  course  in  the  country,”  said 
Roach. 

After  a  client  is  found,  ICC  will  perform 
a  communication  audit  This  will  point  out 
the  internal  and  external  problems  with 
communication  processes  of  the  client 


“The  potential  within  this  year’s  class  is 
immeasurable,”  said  Chief  Executive  Of¬ 
ficer  Jim  Zaleski.  “Through  the  proper 
channeling  of  communication,  the  client 
can  obtain  an  edge  in  the  competitive 
market.” 

Once  the  problems  are  diagnosed,  a  plan 
will  be  designed  to  solve  them.  Although 
some  implementation  training  will  be  per¬ 
formed  by  ICC,  due  to  the  time  constraints 
of  the  class,  most  of  the  responsibility  of 
implementing  the  suggested  solutions  will 
belong  to  the  client. 

We’ve  sent  out  numerous  press  releases 
and  are  now  waiting  for  responses,”  said 
Darlene  Nitz,  v.p.  public  relations.  “We 
hope  to  hear  something  soon.” 

The  students  have  the  opportunity  to 
acquire  experience  iq  a  professional  envi¬ 
ronment  They  are  responsible  for  all 
aspects  of  a  professional  consulting  firm 
such  as  marketing,  operations,  issues  man  • 
agement,  and  public  relations. 

“ProblemsinPublic  Relations  class,  more 


titan  any  other  class ,  prepared  me  for  the  job 
I  have  today,”  said  Erik  Claesson,  chief 
executive  officer  of  last  years  class.  “I’m 
sure  everybody  learned  a  lot  about  working 
in  small  groups  and  getting  a  big  job  done 
in  a  short  period  of  time." 

The  firm  is,  for  all  practical  purposes,  a 
professional  communication  auditing  firm. 
Whereas  other  area  communication  organi¬ 
zations  are  geared  toward  advertising,  the 
focus  of  this  class  is  on  the  communication 
process. 

Ed  Hanson,  plant  manager  of  American 
Steel,  said  he  was  happy  with  the  results  he 
obtained,  as  were  the  previous  students  who 
worked  on  his  audit. 

The  Munster  Police  Department  imple¬ 
mented  only  a  few  suggested  solutions  from 
last  year’s  class,  but  those  which  were 
instituted  have  been  successful. 

The  client  organization  will  receive  a 
$10-50  thousand  service  in  exchange  for 
covering  ICC’s  expenses,  which  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  roughly  $500.

The  impact  of 
another  year 
of  record  enrollment 


Within  the  big  picture  of 
this  fall’s  third,  consecu¬ 
tive  year  of  record  enrollment  is 
assessing  the  impact  of  our  growing 
student  number  on  present  and  future 
campus  needs. 


forwarded  to  the  Indiana  Commis¬ 
sion  for  Higher  Education.  A  key 
point  in  this  proposal  is  the  fact  our 
current  enrollment  already  has  ex¬ 
ceeded  projections  made  just  two 
years  ago  for  Fall  1993! 


Parking 

Especially  impacted  is  the  con¬ 
cern  all  of  us  share  for  adequate 
parking  facilities.  The  administra¬ 
tion  is  evaluating  our  parking 
shortcomings  from  two  perspec¬ 
tives:  1)  satisfying  current  needs 
through  interim  accommodations, 
while  2)  responding  to  long  range 
enrollment  growth  projections  via 
construction  of  a  parking  garage. 

Aside  from  its  expense — the  es¬ 
timated  $5  million  cost  of  building  a 
700-car  garage  could  not  be  funded 
with  state  or  tuition  dollars,  which 
most  likely  would  necessitate  adopt- 
ing  an  escalated  parking  fee 
structure — where  to  locate  such  a 
facility  that  would  be  user-con¬ 
venient  is  another  tough  decision. 
We  welcome  your  ideas  and  sugges¬ 
tions. 

Classroom/office  building 


If  legislative  approval  is  granted, 
the  site  envisioned  for  that  building 
is  on  Woodmar  Avenue,  between 
Lawshe  Hall  and  173rd  Street 

More  faculty 

Of  course,  more  students — cur¬ 
rent  and  projected — require  more 
faculty  and  related  support  person¬ 
nel.  Paramount  to  the  resources  issue 
is  the  amount  of  state  funding  allo¬ 
cated  by  the  legislature  to  the 
university.  This  is  determined  by  a 
formula  heavily  factored  by  enroll¬ 
ment  increases  and  decreases. 

While  this  formula  works  to  our 
advantage  because  of  our  recent  en¬ 
rollment  increases,  continued  soft 
economic  conditions  have  slowed 
state  revenues.  That  makes  for  un¬ 
certainty  concerning  the  level  of 
funding  the  legislature  will  authorize 
universities  for  the  1993-95  bien¬ 
nium. 


Contributing  to  the  limited  site 
options  for  a  parking  garage  is  our 
need  for  another  instructional 
facility.  Our  request  to  construct  a 
$15  million  classroom/office  build- 
ing,  approximately  the  size  of  the 
Anderson  building,  goes  to  the  state 
legislature  in  January.  The  ad¬ 
ministration  recently  prepared  a 
proposal  that  has  been  approved  by 
the  Purdue  Board  of  Trustees  and 


Two  years  ago,  the  state  funded 
our  enrollment  increase,  but  made 
other  negative  adjustments  to  the 
budgets  of  all  universities,  thereby 
nearly  wiping  out  our  additional  en¬ 
rollment  funding  gains. 

There  are  other  aspects  of  our 
good  news  story  of  continued  record 
enrollment.  We’ll  plan  to  discuss 
those  in  next  week’s  “...

‘The  Dietetics  Technology  program  here 
trains  the  students  for  entry  level  supervi¬ 
sors  and  managers  in  places  such  as  hospi¬ 
tals,  hotels  and  restaurants,”  said  Farley. 

“Our  faculty  is  studentoriented,  we  have 
small  class  sizes,  and  we  have  a  number  of 
teachers  who  have  worked  in  the  industry, 
all  of  which  I  think  is  very  important,”  said 
Professor  Mike  Flannery,  director  of  the 
RHI  program. 

All  of  these  factors  combine  to  contrib¬ 
ute  to  the  success  students  achieve.

Job  fairs  allow  direct  access  to  hiring 
employers.  Here  are  ways  to  maximize 
these  encounter  with  recruiting  employ¬ 
ers. 

Plan  to  arrive  rested  and  wear  formal  but 
comfortable  attire.  Most  job  fair  attendees 
wear  suits  or  sports  jackets  and  for  women, 
suits  and  dresses  with  jackets.  You  will  be 
standing  and  waiting,  so  break  in  that  new 
pair  of  shoes  before  this  event. 

A  job  fair  is  simply  a  collection  of  first 
impressions  for  employers.  Work  at  mak¬ 
ing  a  good  first  impression.  You  want  to 
appear  eager  and  ready  to  work,  so  pace 
yourself  during  the  event.  Take  breaks, 
practice  your  introduction  to  an  employer, 
be  attentive  and  ask  focused  questions. 

Your  follow-up  is  critical,  so  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  jot  notes  about  each  conversation. 
You’ll  want  to  record  the  name  and  phone 
number  of  each  employer  you  meet  and  the 
significant  information  shared. 


If  groups  truly  believe  in  America,  they 
need  to  stop  trying  to  infringe  on  the  rights 
of  the  artist  and  simply  stay  away  from  what 
they  consider  “obscene.”

Write  to  your  Congressperson  and  tell 
him/her  how  you  feel.  Censorship  is  only 
one  of  many  examples  of  our  decaying 
society  that  we  call  the  United  States  of 
America. 


Each  employer  you  meet  should  receive 
a  prompt  follow-up  letter,  in  which  you 
would  summarize  your  conversation,  ex¬ 
press  interest  in  the  job  and  inquire  about 
the  interview. 

Look  at  every  employer  at  a  job  fair  as  a 
possible  source  of  information.  Many 
attendees  bypass  employers  from  smaller, 
unknown  companies.  Sometimes  attend¬ 
ees  limit  their  contacts  to  companies  seek¬ 
ing  their  degree  of  experience.  Most  re¬ 
cruiters  can  link  you  with  other  people  in 
their  companies  who  may  be  hiring  in  your 
area.  All  referrals  should  also  receive  a 
prompt  follow-up. 

Finally,  realize  that  while  job  fairs  can 
connect  you  with  a  multitude  of  employ¬ 
ers,  they  do  not  guarantee  interviews  or  job 
offers.  They  do  help  bypass  paperwork 
and  roadblocks  to  hiring  employers.  The 
quality  of  your  contact  with  the  employer 
and  the  thoroughness  of  your  follow-up 
can  make  the  event  successful  for  you.

Witness  comes  forth  in  Sept.  23 
newspaper  theft 
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Phi  Sigma  Kappa  gets  ’death  penalty'

The  National  Chapter  ofPhi  Sigma  Kappa 
fraternity  issued  a  “Death  Penalty”  deci¬ 
sion,  revoking  the  charter  of  its  PUC 
chapter,  according  to  National  representa¬ 
tive  and  investigator  Joe  Rainwater. 

PUC  Vice-Chancellor  for  Student  Af¬ 
fairs  William  Giddings  verified  the  news 
and  expressed  his  intent  to  investigate. 

“We’re  in  the  back  seat,  not  the  driver's 
seat.  We  didn’t  bring  this  issue  up,  but  we 
will  see  it  through,"  said  Giddings. 

The  fraternity,  which  hosted  an  alcohol 
awareness  discussion  six  months  ago,  was 
charged  by  their  national  chapter  for  viola¬ 
tion  of  drug  and  alcohol  policies.

In  addition  to  these  charges,  the  national 
chapter  alleges  the  PUC  Phi  Sigma  Kap¬ 
pas  sponsored  a  hazing  incident,  resulting 
in  the  injury  of  one  of  its  newest  members, 
Mark  Nelson. 

Nelson,  who  signed  an  affidavit  stating 
his  injury  was  accidental  and  did  not  occur 
as  a  consequence  of  his  initiation,  later 
recanted  his  statement. 

He  now  claims  members  of  the  initiation 
committee  blindfolded  him  and  forced  him 
to  run  across  Ontario  Street  in  Hammond. 
He  collided  with  a  tree,  fracturing  his  nose. 

Rainwater  said  Nelson  filed  a  a  legal  suit 
against  the  fraternity  for  $15,000  to  cover 
his  medical  expenses  and  lost  wages  due  to 
the  injury. 

Former  Phi  Sigma  Kappa  President  Larry 
Pavic  said  Nelson  accidently  slipped,  due 
to  his  own  clumsiness,  while  running 
through  the  rain  on  the  evening  of  the 
initiation  process. 

Pavic  explained,  “Somehow  he  slipped 
and,  just  luck  of  the  Irish,  he  fell  right  on 
the  tree-stump,  and  broke  his  nose,  I  guess.” 

Pavic  continued,  “If  we  were  hazing 
Nelson,  and  he  broke  his  nose  at  our  hands, 
why  wouldn't  he  just  walk  away  then?” 

Rainwater  disagrees  with  Pavic’s  ver¬ 
sion,  but  confirmed  that  Nelson  has  yet  to 
receive  compensation  from  the  Phi  Sigma 


Kappas.  The  reason.  Rainwater  noted,  is 
because  PUC's  Phi  Sigma  Kappas  failed  to 
file  a  report  with  their  insurance  carrier. 

Pavic  said  the  fraternity  filed  an  incident 
report  and  was  adequately  covered  by  in¬ 
surance  at  the  time. 

In  reference  to  Nelson  ’  s  current  status  in 
the  fraternity,  Pavic  insisted,  “He’s  still  a 
brother,  we  just  haven’t  seen  much  of 
him.”  Nelson  was  unavailable  for  com¬ 
ment. 

Other  individuals  filed  statements  with 
the  National  Chapter  which  led  to  an  inves¬ 
tigation.  Rainwater  said  the  investigation 
revealed  the  alleged  use  of  drugs  and  the 
presence  of  beer  kegs  at  weekend  parties. 

The  fraternity's  policy  not  only  prohibits 
the  consumption  of  beer  from  kegs,  but 
limits  the  amount  of  beer  brought  into  the 
fraternity  house  to  one  “six-pack”  per  per¬ 
son  at  a  given  time. 

Pavic  stated,  “We  were  never  caught 
with  kegs  in  our  house.” 

According  to  PUC  campus  Police  Offi¬ 
cer  Donna  Hillier,  the  fraternity  brothers 
could  have  transferred  beer  from  a  large 
container  to  individual  cups  to  conceal  the 
presence  of  such  a  container. 

“They  all  drink  out  of  these  silly  little 
plastic,  blue  cups  that  we  find  all  over 
campus,”  she  said.  “I’ ve  never  seen  a  keg. 


bottle,  or  a  can  of  beer  in  their  house  at  an  y 
time  I’ve  visited." 

In  response  to  the  charges,  Chapter  Ad¬ 
visor  Joe  Gogolac  said,  "We  were  not 
allowed  to  represent  ourselves  at  the  disci¬ 
plinary  hearing  that  resulted  in  our  charter 
revocation." 

"I  thought  we  had  the  right  to  face  our 
accusers,"  said  Pavic.  ”1  thought  we  lived 
in  a  democratic  system,  not  some  commu¬ 
nist  government." 

Nevertheless,  Rainwater  explained  that 
the  National  Chapter  provided  defense  for 
the  fraternity  in  a  hearing  before  the  grand 
chapter. 

Rainwater  said  the  names  of  the  local 
informants  are  withheld  by  the  national 
organization  in  order  to  protect  these  wit¬ 
nesses  from  verbal,  physical  or  psycho¬ 
logical  retaliation  from  the  Hammond 
Chapter. 

In  Pavic’s  opinion,  “That  is  the  most 
stupidest  thing  in  the  world.” 

Rainwater  admitted  to  having  “hard  evi¬ 
dence”  against  the  PUC  Chapter  and  pro¬ 
claimed  the  brothers  would  not  be  offered 
the  luxury  of  an  appeal.  The  “Death  Pen¬ 
alty”  decision,  as  is  it  called  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Chapter,  is  final  according  to  Rain¬ 
water.

Feature  Film: 

"One  False  Move"(R) 

(1992,  Columbia  Tristar,  $89.95) 
★★★★ 

Knock,  knock,  knock. 

“Who  is  it  ?,”  the  girl  in  the  house  asks. 

“It’s  Felicia,  open  the  door.” 

The  girl  opens  the  door  and  says,  “Hi 
girl,  I  thought  you’re  going  to  Star  City.” 

“I  am,”  Felicia  replies.  “I  forgot  my 
purse  in  the  car,  I’ll  be  back.” 

As  soon  as  she  opens  the  door  to  get  out, 
a  man  with  a  gun  (Ray)  rushes  in,  threaten¬ 
ing  everyone  to  shut  up  and  answer  his 
question.  After  him  enters  a  decent-look¬ 
ing  man  (Pluto)  and  starts  to  tie  everybody 
up.  It  seems  like  they’re  looking  for  some¬ 
body.  One  by  one,  they  ask  everybody  in 
the  house  where  this  man  is. 

One  of  the  girls  doesn’t  want  to  answer 
so  Ray  slaps  her  hard.  Still  no  answer.  And 
then  more  slaps,  until  the  girl  is  bleeding 
profusely. 

“Ray,  you  don ’t  have  to  hit  her,”  Felicia 
objects. 

After  more  blood-spurting  slapping  and 
kicking  and  hitting,  the  girl  tells  Ray  where 
the  man  with  kilograms  of  cocaine  and 
$15,000  is.  As  soon  as  they  hear  the 
answer,  Ray  shoots  the  girl,  while  Pluto, 
who  is  into  knives,  stabs  and  suffocates  the 
rest.  Amid  this  violence,  Felicia,  in  her 
coked-up  mind,  watches  with  fear  and 
anxiety. 

In  its  fust  five  minutes,  “One  False 
Move”  opens  with  mind  blowing  brutality 
that  will  keep  any  viewer  immobile.  The 
movie  is  basically  what  its  opening  is  — 
violent  but  full  of  emotional  tensions. 

From  its  subtext,  “One  False  Move” 
seems  to  be  a  morality  tale  —  the  dangers 


of  drugs  and  living  in  a  fast  lane.  Butifone 
goes  down  deep  into  its  metaphorical  mean¬ 
ing,  the  film  is  more  than  saying  no. 

“One  False  Move”  stars  Billy  Bob 
Thornton  as  Ray,  the  head  of  the  trio.  His 
character  is  hooked-up  in  cocaine  and  will 
do  anything  for  this  monster  drug.  While 
in  jail,  he  met  Pluto  (Michael  Beach),  a 
graduate  student  from  Chicago  who,  in  his 
psychopatic  mind,  is  enthralled  with  street 
life  and  knives.  He  really  fits  the  definiton 
of  a  sociopathic  killer.  Their  gun  moll  is 
Felicia  (Cynda  Williams  in  a  wonderful 
performance),  a  dreamy  little  girl  from 
Star  City,  Arkansas,  whose  only  hope  is  to 
be  a  star  but  like  so  many  aspirants,  she 
ended  up  losing  it  all. 

After  getting  the  cash  and  the  cocaine, 
the  trio  headed  to  Texas  to  sell  the  powder. 
However,  their  deal  does  not  go  through. 
Felicia,  who’s  been  missing  her  kid  and  her 
family  back  in  Star  City,  runs  away  with 
most  of  the  cash.  Ray  and  Pluto  follow  her 
and  in  one  of  the  most  bloody  and  touchy 
endings  in  the  history  of  motion  picture, 
“One  False  Move”  imbues  a  thematic  nar¬ 
rative  style. 

Directed  by  Carl  Franklin,  the  film  is  at 
once  poignant  and  nerve- wrecking.  When 
the  sheriff  of  a  small  Arkansas  town  (Bill 
Paxton)  learns  about  the  trio,  he  sets  up  his 
small  force  to  trap  them.  The  movie  jumps 
back  and  forth  from  where  the  trioare.and 
where  the  cops  are  waiting.  The  set-up  of 
the  movie  is  delirious  and  ends  up  in  a 
feverish  pitch.  Also,  the  film’s  quasi¬ 
documentary  feel  (largely  because  of  the 
effective  use  of  hand  held  shots)  gives  the 
film  a  bizarre  resonance. 

I  have  nothing  else  but  praises  for  “One 
False  Move.”  It  is  one  of  the  best  movies 
I’ve  seen  this  year.  It  will  surely  enter  my 

top  ten  best  list  for  1992. 

In  its  theatrical  run,  the  film  almost 
didn’t  make  it  to  the  second  week  because 
of  poor  box  office  return.  But,  thanks  to 


Siskel  and  Ebert  and  the  legions  of  New 
Y ork  Critics,  the  film  became  an  art-house 
favorite. 

“One  False  Move”  may  also  be  describe 
as  the  1990’s  “Bonnie  and  Clyde.”  Yet,  in 
comparison,  “One  False  Move”  has  its 
own  excitement,  its  own  bang,  and  its  own 
right  movements. 

Documentary:

"Ladies  with  an  attitude,  fellas  that  were 
in  the  mood,  don’ t  just  stand  there,  let’s  get 
to  it,  strike  a  pose,  there’s  nothing  to 
it...VOGUEM" 

Madonna  in 
“Vogue” 

Long  before  Madonna,  who’s  famous 
for  using  everybody  and  everything  for  her 
favor,  shouts  “strike  a  pose”  to  millions  of 
her  adoring  fans,  black  and  hispanic  drag 
queens  have  already  been  using  “voguing” 
as  their  form  of  existence. 

And  like  Madonna,  these  drag  queens 
use  the  centerstage  to  capture  everyone’s 
attention.  And  most  of  the  times,  they’re 
successful. 

Jennie  Livingston 's  “Paris  is  Burning”  is 
an  ode  to  these  voguers  who  see  drag  balls 
as  their  self-created  world  full  of  chaos, 
competitions  and  illusions. 

“Paris  is  Burning”  documents  the  color¬ 
ful  life  of  these  colorful  people.  Each  takes 
a  turn  to  perform  onstage  —  whether  as  a 
Vogue  model,  a  soldier,  or  a  Wall  Street 
executive,  each  participant  graciously  poses 
and  mimicsarhytmic  move  full  of  ballistic 
actions  and  facial  expressions. 

The  documentary  starts  in  1987  with 
interviews  from  different  “house”  moth¬ 
ers.  Like  the  “House  of  Chanel,”  each 
competitor  can  have  his  or  her  own  house 
after  winning  the  competition.  There  are 


houses  of  Xtravaganza  and  Pendadavis  — 
whose  mothers,  Angie  Xtravaganza  and 
Zen  Pendadavis,  are  aptly  captured  on 
camera. 

The  film  also  explores  various  contents 
of  the  drag  queen  subculture.  There  is 
“mopping”  or  stealing.  Some  participants 
are  force  to  steal  to  buy  a  new  pair  of  pumps 
or  a  $14.99  skirt,  while  some  hustle  in  the 
wild  streets  of  New  York.  One  voguer  tells 
her/his  story  of  how  she/he  was  maltreated 
by  a  costumer.  According  to  her,  the  guy 
pulled  over  to  where  she  was  standing,  she 
went  in,  the  guy  started  fondling  her  and 
when  he  went  down  between  her  legs,  the 
guy  realized  she  is  a  man  and  started 
cussing  and  yelling  at  her — “What,  you’re 
a  freaking  faggot  and  you’re  here  to  spread 
AIDS.  I  should  have  killed  you,  I  will  kill 
you.”  —  She  hurriedly  grabbed  her  purse 
and  ran  away,  full  of  fear  and  disillusions. 
She  said  that  the  only  reason  she’s  done 
that  is  to  make  some  money  for  the  drag 
ball. 

There  is  also  what  they  call  “reading”  or 
how  to  protect  yourself  from  insults  from 
other  voguers.  These  participants  are  quick 
to  criticize  other  competitors  and  if  you’re 
make-up  is  slightly  off,  be  prepared  for  a 
vicious  reading. 

And  of  course,  there’s  “voguing.”  They 
say  that  drag  balls  are  like  the  streets.  If 
you  don’ t  like  each  otheron  the  streets,  you 
fight.  In  the  ball,  if  you  hated  each  other, 
you  dance  and  compete  to  protect  your 
dignity. 

“Paris  is  Burning”  is  a  very  entertaining 
and  intricate  documentary.  Livingston 
achieves  to  document  a  life  that  is  once, 
and  still  is,  considered  taboo.  Her  camera 
was  at  the  right  place  at  the  right  time.  She 
capturesevery  fantasy  of  the  voguers.  The 
documentary  fulfills  a  rare  poignancy. 

It  may  not  be  as  politically  conscious  as 
“The  Civil  Wars”  or  “Harlan  County 
U.S.  A.,”  yet  “Paris  is  Burning”  succeeds  to 
offer  a  documentary  that  sizzles  with  en¬ 
ergy  and  excitement.

"Live  at  Budokan"

S.O.D.,  comprised  of  Scott  Ian  (guitar) 
and  Charlie  Benante  (drums)  of  Anthrax, 
Nuclear  Assault  bassist  Dan  Lilker  and 
legendary  M.O.D.  frontman  Billy  Milano 
seem  to  have  seriously  tapped  into  some¬ 
thing  here.  A  side  project  that  never  ex¬ 
pected  anything  to  become  of  themselves, 
S.O.D.  went  into  the  studio  in  the  summer 
of  1985  to  record  some  tunes.  What  re¬ 
sulted  in  those  3  days  has  become  some¬ 
what  of  a  short-lived  long  lasting  legend. 

On  the  night  of  March  21,  1992  at  the 
Ritz  in  New  York,  S.O.D.  came  together 
once  again  to  rekindle  that  7  year  old 


flame.  And  the  result  of  that  thrash  reunion 
was  one  of  the  hottest  and  heaviest  metal 
albums  to  end  up  on  the  racks  this  year. 
S.O.D.’s  new  Megaforce  release  LIVE  AT 
BUDOKAN  is  blistering  to  say  the  least. 

They’re  all  here.  Legendary  trash  cuts 
like  “Speak  English  or  Die! ,”  “Kill  Y ourself 
(an  anti-suicide  song),”  and  the  former  theme 
of  the  Headbangers  Ball  “March  of  the 
S.O.D.”  And  they’re  completely  live.  No 
overdubs,  no  samples  and  definitely  no  holds 
barred. 

Live  at  Bukodan  is  definitely  an  album 
that  will  be  eaten  up  by  metal  fans  all  over 
the  world.
